ARMY RECALL HANGS FIRM

Conflicting Reports Concern- 
ing Villa Operations 
the Cause. 


WASHINGTON IS 


KEPT GUESSING 


American Army Will Not Be 
Ordered from Mexico Un- 
til Rumors Clear. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
18.—Inadequate 
and even contradictory reports con- 
cerning Villa's operations in Mexico 
have bewildered administration officei's 
and it is believed resulted in delay in 
ordering the withdrawal of General 
I'ershiug's forces. 


One report received at the state de- 
partment 
today 
said 
the 
Oarranza 
forces had dispersea tTie Villa bands in 
the Parral district. Another said Villa 
has begun an attack on Chihuahua 
City. 
Both reports were from state 
department agents. 


The war department was without 
any special reports from Gen. Funston, 
who completed yesterday an inspection 
of the punitive expedition. 


STANIjEY ASKS F O R TROOPS. 


Three Kentucky Companies to Be Sent 
Home at His Request. 


Washington, Jan. 18.—^Three com- 
panies of the Kentucky national guard 
will be sent home from the border on 
orders from the war department to 
Gen. Funston. 
In previous cases the 
selection of the units to be returned 
has been left to the commanding of- 
ficer, but at the request of the governor 
of Kentucky, Gen. Funston has been in- 
structed to return one company from

Today's War News 


Given in Summary 


The Russians apparently still are 
on the offensive along the Rumanian 
front. Berlin in its official report to- 
day records no aggressive activities 
by the Teutonic forces, except for a 
raiding operation on the Moldavian 
frontier, while mentioning the repulse 
of a strong attack by the Russians 
in the Gitu valley region. 


On the Franco-Belgian front, the 
driving back of the British near Loos 
after an advance in connection with 
a mine explosion, is reported by the 
German staff. The recent British at- 
tack near Serre, was made upon an 
advanced position which had been 
evacuated by the Germans, it is de- 
clared, the British attacking after the 
empty trenches had been bombarded 
for several days by their artillery. 


Elsewhere the military operations 
as indicated by the official reports, 
were of minor nature. 


On the naval side of the war in- 
terest centers in the operations of the 
German sea raider in the South At- 
lantic which has sunk or captured at 
least 13 entente merchant vessels, and 
so far as is known is still at large. 
Latest reports were that the raider 
apparently was working northward to 
lanes of steamship travel more fre- 
quented than those in which she had 
been working. Nearly a score of en- 
tente warships are said to be search- 
ing for her. 
No news has been re- 
ceived of the whereabouts 
of

Yarrowdale, 
said 
to have 
on board the crews of several ships 
sunk or captured by the raider, in 
addition to the 237 men landed at 
Pernambuco by a Japanese steamer, 


Petrograd's statement on the oper- 
ations in Rumania chronicles a Ru- 
manian success southwest of Praila 
on the Moldavian front where a large 
number of prisoners and four machine 
guns were captured 
by 
Rumanian 
troops. 
No gains for either side re- 
sulted from the fighting on the re- 
mainder of the front.

FAMINE IN FT. WAYNE 


Dealers State That They Are 
Able to Supply the Lo- 
cal Demand. 


With Indianapolis, Detroit, Chicago, 
Toledo and several other large cities 
near Fort Wayne on the verge of the 
worst coal famine ever experienced, 
comes the announcement 
from 
the 
Fort Wayne dealers that there is no 
imminent danger of a famine in this 
city. 
They state that they have been 
able to get in shipments of coal large 
enough to supply the local demand. 


Many 
railroad 
companies 
have 
placed an embargo on all coals west, 
but Fort Wayne remains In the terri- 
tory where coal is to be shipped. The 
two railroad companies which 
haul 
the Pocohontas coal from the mines 
to the distributing points have put an 
embargo on this coal and no more 
Pocohontas coal can be secured, it is 
understood. Several Fort Wayne deal- 
ers still have a supply of this much 
used grade of coal on iiand and have 
been able to supply customers with 
necessary amounts. 


One dealer stated Thursday morning 
that the main trouble that was being 
experienced in large cities is in having 
the cars placed so that they can be 
unloaded. 
He stated that Fort Wayne 
mei'chants have had no 
trouble 
In 
having their cars placed as the traffic 
was not nearly so congested here as 
it is in cities the size of Indianapolis 
and Chicago.

American Consumption Low- 
er in 1916 Than Any 
Year Since 1912. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
18.—America's 
sugar consumption In 1916 was less 
than in any year since 1912, accord- 
ing to estimates today by the depart- 
ment of 
commerce. 
Heavy 
exports 
and lighter imports, coupled with 
a 
poor American crop kept the per cap- 
ita consumption down to 78.3 pounds, 
against 84.06 
the 
year 
before, and 
89.14 in 1914. 
The world's production 
declined last year more than four bil- 
lion pounds. 


These conditions are blamed by de- 
partment officials for the present high 
prices of sugar. 
The United States in 
1916 bec'anie, for the first time, one 
of the big sugar 
exporting 
nations, 
selling 1,686,000,000 pounds. 
Its own 
imports shrunk 
466,000,000 
pounds. 
Of 
the 
world's 
output 
the 
United 
States, despite the shortage, consumed 
a larger percentage than the year be- 
fore. 


It took 
21 per cent, of the 
total 
crop against 20 per cent, in 1915. The 
United States consumed 
7,960,000,000 
pounds of sugar in 1916.

Mr. Crosby said he boHoved 
President Wilson's peace note meant 
that the chief executive was ready to 
negotiate to engage the United States 
to .give up to an international tribunal 
its right to m a k e war.

President Wilson's next step has not 
been determined upon. 
Many officials 
believe the terms of the British note

Strategy in the State Senate 


Governor Goodridi and his republieau i'ollowiug in the Indiana 
iegislaturc will doubtless be deeply chagrined and not a little miffed 
at the coiip1)y senate democrats on Wednesday in which the adminis- 
tration bill abolishing the office of state oil inspector—and, incident- 
ally, his lot of deputies—was sent to indefinite postponement, thus 
killing Uie measure for the present session. With two republican sen- 
ators absent by reason of illness, the twenty-five democrats ruthlessly 
j-an dowji the twenty-three republicans, while Lieutenant Governor 
iMish in the presiding officer's chair sat powerless to prevent it be- 
cause he may cast a vote only in case of a tie. 


, 
There will be divided opinion, of course, as to the wisdom of the 
democratic senators in their action to perpetuate the state oil inspect- 
orship, 
There are plenty of people Avho contend that the statute has 
outlived its usefulness and that it should be wiped »ut, though in the 
past neithei- republicans iior democrats have balked at taking tlve ap- 
pointments when they Avere handed them. 
Criticism has been based 
almost ^^•holly oti the contention that the oil inspection division serves 
il;; chief ¡iurpose in supplying i-atlier numerous appointive jobs and 
i'urnishcs the foundation for a rather effective political machine with 
raiJiiiica! iojis in every section of the state. 


But Mhatever view you may take of that phase of the question, 
there is siiiall need for wasting sympathy over the predicament in 
which the strategic maneuver of the senate democrats puts the gov- 
ernor and his party in the legislature. 
Indeed, Ihey will hardly ask it, 
for what happened was merely the fortunes of politics, and neither Mr. 
Goodrich nor the republican legislative leaders Avill plead that advan- 
tage was taken of their guileless innocence. 
They 
are 
themselves 
adepts at the game, ajid Ave shall be much surprised if they do not, like 
good sports, take tlieii- medicine smilingly—embarrassed and miffed a 
bit, of coarse, but good losers nevertheless. 


Perhaps the incident is chiefly valuable as demonstrating that 
there is, after all, a check on purely partisan legislative program at 
'his session of the legislature. 
Manifestly it would be unfortunate if 
narrow bias actuated either majority eft'ort or minority opposition in 
that body. 
We trust nothing like that will come about. 
But if the 
i-epubiican majority and the democratic minority have caeh had it 
made clear that nothing can be gained in an attempt at steam-roller 
tactics, and that ciich is entitled to not only consultation but co-opera- 
tion-before the test vote comes, there is promise of much more of ac- 
complishment than can be hoped for under a policy of ruthless an- 
tagonism. 
Perhaps the coup of the senate democrats has helped to 
give emphasis to that fact.

This order, foUowing the sinking of 
the lilaine in Havana harbor, led to 
one of the greatest naval battles in 
history and placed the name George 
Dewey beside those of Nélson.Farragut 
and Porter. 


Commodore Dewey was in Mirs bay 
off Hongkong. April 27, 1898, with four 
protected cruisers, including the flag- 
ship Olympia, two «^unboats, two sup- 
ply transports and a dlspiktch boat, 
when he received the order. 


Arriving at the enti-ance to Manila 
bay, the night of April 30, DeAvey or- 
dered all lights out and 
proceeded 
past the forts of Corregidor, guarding 
the entrance and thirty miles from 
Manila. 


The channel was planted with mines 
and torpedoes, but the six 
fighting 
ships managed to steal through safely. 


Toward dawn Dewey's fleet came in 
sight of Cavile, five miles south of Ma- 
nila, Avhere he saAV the Spanish fleet 
at anchor, under protection of formid- 
able land batteries. 
** Admiral Montojo was in command 
of six protected cruisers, one scout 
cruiser, three gunboats and two supply 
transports. 


When Dewey was seven miles from 
Cavite, the forts opened fire. The fu- 
ture admiral made no reply, but went 
straight for the enemy. 
The Olympia, 
with Dewey on the bridge, led the way. 


The Spanish forts and ships kept 
up their hot fire but no gun was fired 
from the American squadron until the 
Olympia was opposite them. 


Then Dewey gave his famous order 
to Captain Gridley of the 
Olympia 
which brought on the dest;ruction of 
the Spanish fleet. 


"You. may fire when you are ready, 
Gridley." 
Immediately the guns of the Asiatic 


fleet poured broadside after broadside 
at the enemy. 


The Spaniards were poor marksmen 
and failed to touch the American ships, 
while mo.st of Dewey's .shots hit.

Not an American was lost, and only 
seven were wounded, while 200 Span- 
iards were killed and between 500 and 
700 wounded. 


Dewey's ships suffered no material 
damage, while they sank three of the 
Spanish protected cruisers, burned the 
other three, the three gunboats, scout 
cruiser and one of the transports and 
captured the other transport with two 
tugs and several launchc.s. 


Dewey's victory at Manila bay was 
the first great event of the Spanish- 
American war. 


The next great naval battle took 
place off Santiago, Cuba, July 3, 1898, 
when Commodore Schley and acting 
Rear-Admiral Sampson bottled up Cer- 
vera's fleet in Santiago liarbor, after 
Lieutenant 
Hobson's lieroic 
sinking 
of the Merrimac in the channel.

In large cities milk comes to us so 
indirectly, all we can do is to select 
a reliable dairyman. 


Modified and certified milk is •what 
my baby is fed, and for my "bottle 
baby" the following utensils are re- 
quired for modification of milk 
at 
home: 


A large pitcher, a porcelain funnel, 
one large spoon, one dozen four-ounce 
bottles, one dozen anti-colic nippier, 
one box of non-absorbent cotton, one 
large 
saucepan, 
one

for 
warming bottles before feeding and 
one pasteurizing thermometer. 


I keep these utensils in an air-tight 
cabinet and they are never used for 
anything else. 


Bottles and nipples should be clean- 
ed immediately after using, filled with 
fresh water and set aside.

Canned fish is 
commonly 
"prepared" 
by turning from the tin to the platter. 
Obviously, fastidious persons fail to find 
it appetizing in this form. 
The econom- 
ical cook can increase the quantity of 
a fish dish as well as its attractiveness 
by taking a little pains to follow new 
recipes. 


Salmon Loaf. 


Mix one can of salmon Avith 2 beaten 
eggs and 4 heaping tablespoonfuls bread 
crumbs, using a silver fork. Season with 
2 tablespoonfuls butter, and salt and 
pepper. 
Pack in a buttered baking dish 
and bake 45 minutes. 
¡Serve with an egg 
sauce, or garnish with slices of lemon and 
cucumber pickles. 


Tuna Fish With Rice. 


Heat one can of tuna fish in boiling 
water before it is opened. 
Boil one ciip 
of rice. 
Thicken one cupful of milk with | 
2 tablespoonfuls of butter rubbed into 2 
tablespoonfuls of flour. 
Remove the hot 
fish from the can and place in the center 
of a platter, surround it with the boiled 
rice and pour the white sauce over the 
fish.

Boil 5 minutes, add 
4 cupfuls milk, season with salt and 
paprika, thicken with 2 tablespoonfuls 
of butter rubbed into 3 tablespoonfuls of 
flour and add 4 or 5 split crackers before 
serving. 


Sardine Sandwiches. 


Remove the skin and bones from sar- 
dines. 
Rub the yolks of 3 hard boiled 
eggs to a paste with the fish.

show that Foi-t Wayne is not a boom 
city," said a city ofacial in commenting 
on the late federal statistical report. 


Fort Wayne has 7,112 acres within 
its corporate limits, the record gives. 
Gary, with a population of less than 
half that of Fort Wayne, spreads out 
over 19,800 acres. 
Hammond has in- 
corporated 8,066 acres and South Bend, 
9,117 acres. 
East Chicago, with a pop- 
ulation of 28,000, includes 6,396 acres. 


These figures are held to show that 
the growth of Fort Wayne has been 
steady and that no effort has been 
made to increase her population or to 
boom 
her 
name 
by 
incorporating 
sparcely populated tracts near the city. 
The fact that Fort Wayne is compacted 
within reasonable borders shows that 
her growth has been due to industrial 
developments in the city, it is believed. 


That the government report on pop- 
ulation, which is made up from 
figures 
furnished by local officials and post- 
masters, is not infallible and that the 
authentic report cannot come until the 
official census is returned in 1920, is 
shown by the figures themselves, offi- 
cials think. 
According to the new gov- 
ernment record the city of Evansville 
increased in i)opulation 
exactly 
841

Do you know of that wondrous place where 
wealth is so common that it is a burden—the 
country which surpasses in point of consum- 
mation and faultlessness even the imaginary 
island described by Sir Thomas Moore? 


No? Then you have not had the latest word 
from Iceland. 


Nation's Dramatic Story. 


T 
HERE lies behind the visit of the Gullfoss a 
dramatic story of a brave, little nation 
which has had a great commercial and political 
awakening, and which, during the last quarter 
of a centurj', has made amazing progress in 
many lines. 


Comparatively, the Iceland of today is one 


Island Tiirns to Beform. 


I 
T IS a pretty and glowing tale of the thor- 
oughly rehabilitated island that the GuUfoss 
brought to us. One of the ship's officers, on his 
initial visit to this country, but -well acquainted 
in Europe, told the Interesting story with an 
enthusiasm and patriotic fervor that would do 
proud a son of the Rhine country telling of his 
beloved Fatherland. 


"The stimulus of industry has put Iceland 
among the first nations in point of progres- 
slveness," 
he 
declared 
after 
picturing- the 
wealth of the country. 


"Though constructed chiefly of tin, our homeB 
are not so crude as you might.think and, now 
that there is so much wealth, only the lack 
of shipping facilities occasioned by the war 
prevents all Icelanders from having practically 
every 
modern convenience. 


"We have our automobiles and even motor 
boats for pleasure. 
There are three aircraft 


firm backed by local cajtital and employing 
only native players. 


Iceland is essentlaUy a flshlns Island, as our 
Informant was frank to admit, 


"The war has raised all prices to unexpected 
heights." explained another member 
of 
the 
Gullfoss' command. 
"And if only we could dis- 
pose of our fish to tlie Scandinavian countries 
Iceland would be rolling, positively rolling, in 
wealth. 
But England, 
dominating the seas, 
prevents our selling to countries which may re- 
ship to Germany. 


"Now, we are naturally pro-ally, though not 
strong in our leanings, for we» have been sur- 
prisingly close commercially with the German 
Empire before the war, and the sympathies of 
no few of our people are with the central pow- 
ers. And while we can see Great Britain's point 
of view, and while we do not doubt Germany 
would do rnuch the same thins: if she com- 
manded the seas, right now, vt the same time 


Itable Industry which is constantly growing, th» 
Icelanders tell me. 


Profoundly modified are the habits of the Ice- 
landic pony, also small ami hardy to an as- 
tounding degree. 


The little animals are unable to find sufficient 
forage of the ordinary kind during the long win- 
ter, and in the coldest months will exist almost 
entirely upon frozen 
fish 
picked up on the 
beaches. 
One effect of this animal food is to

BOUT the time the Gullfoss noses her way 
through the Faxa Ford, and into the har- 
bor of Reykjavik, a sister ship, the Gothafoss 
will pass out, bound for New York. It will b«

that is—just has been in- 
augurated.

tiops, and the Icelandic Steamship Company, 
Which controls them, is 
building 
in a Scan- 
dinavian country two other ships to augment 
the service. 


Since the days of J^eif the Lucl<y but few Ice- 
landic vessels have visited our shores. 
A little 
m'ore than 
two years ago a 
tramp 
steamer 
touched at New York and deposited some furs 
•from the land of tlie Vikings of yore. 
When it 
docked, it was hailed as the first ship manned 
by Icelanders, and coming 
direct 
from 
the 
country of the far north that liad put into an 
American port since the son of Erik the Red set 
foot on Cape Cod about the year iOOO. 


As unheralded as the stoic l^eif, there steamed 
Into New York Bay the Icelandic 
steamship 


of. ihe wealthiest nations on the face of the 
globe - if not THE wealthiest. 
It has a popula- 
tion of fewer than 100,000. Yet there is no na- 
tional debt. 
There is much money in the na- 
tional treasury. 
And nowhere in the land caTi 
one find poverty. 


The uplift of Iceland began in earnest a score 
or more years ago, but the European war has 
brought to the country an enormous 
wealth 
during the last two 
years. 
Amazingly high 
wages for working men resulted from the gen- 
eral prosperity, and the folk on the Gullfoss de- 
clare there is every prospect of a perpetuation 
of this condition of affairs. 


Iceland's wonderful gifts have not been un- 
accompanied by ills, according to Capt. Sigurdur 
Pjetursson of the Gullfoss, and the many im- 
porters of Reykjavik, the capital, and other 
principal cities of Iceland, who came with Capt. 
Pjetursson. 
But the drawbacks are such that 
they detract little from the general Utopian 
state of the newly progressive island. 


It is only since the great war's start that mil- 
lionaires have been really common in Iceland, 
and never before the autumn of 1914 had the 
country known class agitation, strikes and other 
Disorders of modern civilization. 


Iceland has had its labor unions for a good 
many years, but its first serious labor dissen- 
sions occurred only last summer. 
The

union—something 
uncommon 
to 
this 
country—walked out and the strike cost the 
country several million crowns, said Capt. Pje- 
tursson and his merchant passengers. The strike 
was engineered by Socialist leaders, who, ac- 
cording to the Icelandic navigators, are just as 
belligerent there as the Industrial Workers of 
the World in the United States, or the Socialist 
radicals of the principal European countries.

TRANGE as it may seem. New York is 350 
miles nearer Iceland than is Liverpool by 
the shortest practicable route. Little more than 
custom in conducting a good part of her ship- 
ping business with 
England, 
besides selling 
largely In Scandinavian ports, has prevented 
Iceland' S cârryinç on ftti cxtcnslv© comnicrco 
with the United States for the 
last several 
decades. 


America has the very products that Iceland 
needs, far more of them and of better quality 
than England ever has been able to provide for 
export. 
To be judged by the demands made 
by the importers who arrived on the Gullfoss. 
Iceland Is In need Just now of autoni\oblles for 
both commercial and private use. motorboats, 
oils, various kinds of machinery and shoes. Her 
eighteen or twenty newspapers are in a bad way 
for print paper, but this country at this time is 
not in a position to quote a nominal price for 
this commodity, and Iceland probably will look 
elsewhere for her paper supply. 
In return for these things which Iceland needs, 
she can give practlcaly unlimltedly of codfish, 
herring and other fish, vast quantities of cer- 
tain furs, and of a medium grade of wool, and 
three particularly hardy breeds 
of 
as many 
types of livestock. 
The native Icelandic cattle, 
ponies and sheep, are. like a famous American 
product, "distinctively Individual."

Thorlr. a cruel and treacherous Viking of the 
tenth century. Is said to have burled his hoards 
of gold under the falls. 


Gull-Thorlr 
had 
voyaged 
to 
the 
northern 
lights, and had battled with a dragon in the 
mountain wildernesses of Finland, and killed 
It. 
The dragon lay in a bed of gold^ which 
Thorir took, and rather than leave any be- 
hind. he turned himself into a dragon in his 
old age and carried his chests of gold under 
the waterfall near his home. 
Much faith is 
placed in the legend to this day and expedi- 
tions under the falls have been made, but In 
vain. 


While the immediate cause of the Inaugura- 
tion of Icelandic-American commerce at thia 
time Is In Iceland's having been cut oft by the 
war 
from its usual 
European 
markets 
and 
sources of supply. It is probable that the United 
States may win the naturally rich island as a 
permanent customer. 


Capt. Pjetursson seemed pleased with

market conditions here, and the Icelandic im- 
portera, departing by the same ship, indicated 
that their trip had been more than profitable.

The appeal is In the nature of an 
filarm call, and the women hope that 
mich pressure will be brought to bear 
on members of the legislature that will 
insure the passage of the bill before 
iinal action is taken on a measure that 
provides for the calling of a constitu- 
tional convention. Ninety-two of these 
appeals have 
gone out 
to certain 
women 
chosen from 
the rolls 
of 
women's organizations—women whom 
the legislative council is relying on to 
perform their work promptly and well. 


Fear Convention Scheme. 


In a statement to a representative 
Of the Star Mrs. McWhirter said: 


"We have been watching the status 
Of affairs relating to the state-wide 
prohibition measure enough to justify 
our belief that opponents of the meas- 
ure are putting up a hard flght either 
to defeat the bill In the legislature or 
to defer action until after action is 
taken on the bill to call a constitu- 
tional convention. Opponents of state- 
wide prohibition are attempting to use 
the 
state 
constitutional 
convention 
measure to defeat prohibition by at- 
tempting to influence members of the 
legislature that the best means for pro- 
hibition is through a new constitution. 


"We have mailed appeals to picked 
^ o m e n in each county in which we 
are asking them to do all in their 
power to prevail on their senators and 
representatives to .suppoi t the state- 
IWide 
prohibition measure. 
We feel 
tWs should become a law at once." 


Dry Forces Hopeful. 


Dry forces are taking 
encourage- 
ment out of reports concerning the 
probable vote on prohibition in both 
branches. 
It is understood that a ca,n- 
vass made by a group of legislators 
fihows that at least twenty-nine votes 
will be registered in favor of a pro- 
hibitory statute in the senate. 
Ac- 
cording to this count seventeen repub- 


licans and twelve democrats are com- 
mitted to the state-wide bill. 
In the 
house the count 
shows that about 
seventy members are favorable to pro- 
hibition, and it is expected that this 
number will be increased on the day 
of the vote by a group of men now 
classed as doubtful.

Given in Summary 


The Russians apparently still are 


on the offensive along the Rumanian 
front. Berlin in its official report to- 
day records no aggressive activities 
by the Teutonic forces, except for a 
raiding operation on the Moldavian 
frontier, while mentioning the repulse 
of a strong attack by the Russians 
in the Oitu valley region. 


On the Franco-Belgian front, the 


driving back of the British near Loos 
after an advance in connection with 
a mine explosion, is reported by the 
German staff. The recent British at- 
tack near Serre", was made upon an 
advanced position which had been 
evacuated by the Germans, it is de- 
clared, the British attacking after the 
empty trenches had been bombarded 
for several days by their artillery. 


Elsewhere the military operations 


as indicated by the official reports, 
were of minor nature. 


On the naval side of the war in- 


terest centers in the operations of the 
German sea raider in the South At- 
lantic which has sunK or captured at 
least 13 entente merchant vessels, and 
so far as is known is still at large. 
Latest reports were that the raider 
apparently was working northward to 
lanes of steamship travel more fre- 
quented than those in which she had 
been working. Nearly a score of en- 
tente warships are said to be search- 
ing for her.

ita consumption down to 78.3 pounds, 
against 84.OC the year before, and 
89.14 in 1914. The world's production 
declined last year more than four bil- 
lion pounds.

prices of sugar. Tlio United States In 
1916 became, for the first time, one 
of the big sugar exporting nations, 
selling 1,686,000,000 pounds. Jts own

States, despite the shortage, consumed 
n larger percentage than tlie year be- 
fore.

ply of West Virginia, from which come 
supply for several central and eastern 
Indiana cities, for the domestic und 
industrial use of the state, appeared in 
the senate today when Senator S. L. 
Coburn, of Masontown, in the heart 
of the gas producing district, intro- 
duced a bill prohibiting a tax for ex- 
port. The bill also provides an addi- 
tional tax for any corporation or in- 
dividual company acting as pump or 
compressor station by which gas is 
transported under official pressure. 


The measure has the support of im- 


portant manufacturing interests and 
many householders, as trie c.h;ir£e is 
freely made that communities in ad- 
jacent states have West Virginia nat- 
ural gas in abundance, while consum- 
ers within the state suffer from pro- 
nounced shortage during cold weath- 
er. The proposed tax is one-fifteenth 
of one per cent, for each 1,000 cubic 
feet of gas for each twenty-five miles 
it is transported within the state and 
one-fifteenth of one per cent, on each 
1.000 cubic feet passing through pipe 
line pumping stations or compressors.

agreeing to contribute to the support 
of any military establishment to exe- 
cute its decrees. Senator Shafroth ex- 
plained that it is necessary to change 
the constitution because a treaty of 
this kind in effect takes the power of 
war making from congress and places 
it with the tribunal. Oscar S. CIrosby, 
one of the originators of the enforced 
peace .idea said that while he did not 
believe the end of the present war 
would see the creation of such a tri- 
bunal, he believed eventually it would 
come. 
Mr. Crosby said ho believed 


President Wilson's peace note meant 
that the chief executive was ready to 
negotiate to engage the United States 
to give up to an international tribunal 
its right to make war. 


Next Stop Uncertain. 


It has been stated officially that 


President Wilson's next step has not 
been determined upon. Many officials 
believe the terms of the British note 
may furniHh the opportunity for a 
move toward 
the 
establishment of 


some such national sanction even if it 
be with the view of having it come into 
force after the close of the war. 
Offi- 


cials are watching carefully for pub- 
lic expressions abroad on the subject. 


Any steps will of necessity be most 


carefully chosen and while it is admit- 
ted that the perfection of any such 
arrangements may be well in the fu- 
ture, the references in Minister Bal- 
four's note are regarded as encourag- 
ing. 


Mr. Balfour's Note. 


Mr. Balfour, in the new note, at- 


tempts to explain in detail why tho 
allies believe it impossible at present 
to attain a peace which will secure 
such guarantees as they consider cs- 
Hcntial. 


Those who think the future peace 


of the world may be Insured by inter- 
national treaties and 
international 


laws, tho note says, nave ill learned 
the lessons taught by recent history.

the Belgian Army. Belgium, 


Jan. 
18. — The pride .of the Belgian 


troops in holding bacX the Germans 
from further encroachment on Bel- 
gian soil is observable immediately 
one enters the sector occupied by King 
Albert's troops. Determination to pre- 
vent any advance by the Germans and 
the will to push back the invaders 
when the time is ripe are evident 
everywhere. 


The Associated 'Press correspondent 


has visited the Belgian advanced lines 
at a point between Dixmude and 
Boseinghe, where, for the moment, 
there is still fighting. Water under 
foot, thick mists making the atmos- 
phere heavy and pveventing observa- 
tion, and cold rain ' falling in .a con- 
tinuous penetrating downpour make 
action almost impossible. 


Keep Constant VlKil. 


Out in the front lines, after a long 


tramp over board walks across sodden 
fields and irrigation channels, the cor- 
respondent saw the Belgian soldiers 
keeping the constant vigil, clothed in 
heavy woolen coverings and oilcloth 
raincoats and high rubber boots. Here 
and there a sentinel stood looking out 
over the mile or so of water covering 
the space between the Belgian and 
German lines, dimly visible in the.dis- 
ta nee. : No barbed wire entanglements 
are possible here; their place is taken 
by seawater. which, by the cutting 
of dikes, has been permitted to flow 
where it will, although it renders the 
land uncultivatable for twenty years. 


The crack of an occasional rifle shot 


fired from one side or the other when 
a guard imagines some movement in 
the opposing lines, was dulled by the 
h*>avy air., and sometimes near but 
genera II}' far oft was heard the roar o£ 
an aerial torpedo. 


Cannot Excavate Trenches. 


It is impossible at any point of the 


Be.lpian front to excavate a trench, for 
each spadeful of earth taken out is at 
once replaced by a hole full of water. 
In place of trenches the only way to 
form a protective line for the in- 
fantry occupying the front lines is to 
construct shelters of sand-Hlled can- 
vas sacks and this has been developed 
into an art by the Belgian troopers. 
For. four days at a stretch the same 
men remain without relief at the front 
under these distressing conditions, but 
there is no complaint for the men are 
mostly hardy peasants or laboring men 
ivuo have had to combat the Belgian 
climate all their lives. 
Hardships 


which for troops from other and drier 
districts would prove insupportable 
are borne by them with cheerfulness. 


King Albert, who lives near the act- 


ual fighting line,. pays an almost dally 
visit lo some part of the front. 
The 


queen, too. remains on Belgian soil, 
and when not engaged on hospital 
•work is often 
seen walking along 


among the soldiers when they are en- 
joying a short respite from active serv- 
ice. 


Everywhere- there are evidences of 


America's aid to the Belgian wounded 
:md to refugees from the Interior who 
insist on remaining on the small por- 
tion of Belgian soil etlll left to them. 
American, ambulances are often seen 
along the routes.

Governor?. Goodrich and his republican following in the Indiana 


legislature will doubtless be deeply ehajgrined and not a little miffed 
at the coup by senate democrats on Wednesday in which the adminis- 
tration bill abolwhjng the office of state oil inspector—and, incideut- 
•aily. his lot of deputies—was sent to indefinite postponement, thus 
lulling the measure for the present session. With two republican Sen- 
ators absent by ^reason of. illness, the twenty-five democrats ruthlessly 
Kin down the trtrenty»th.re& republicans;, while Lieutenant Governor 
ISusli in the presiding officer's chair sat powerless to prevent it be- 
cuuse he may cast' a vote ofcily in case of a tie. 


There will be Divided opinion, of course, as to the wisdom of the 


democratic senators' in their action to perpetuate the state oil inspect- 
orship. There are plenty of people who contend that the statute has 
outlived its usefulness and that it should be wiped out, though in the 
l*ast neither republicaxns nor democrats have balked at taking the ap- 
pointments when they' were handed them. Criticism has been based 
;iluiost wholly on Hie contention that the oil inspection division serves 
ii;-.; chief purpose in supplying rather numerous appointive jobs and 
furnishes the foundation, for a rather effective political machine with 
rhuiificalions in every setti-on of the state. 


But whatever view ;?oti may take of that phase of the question, 


there is small need for wasting sympathy over the predicament in 
which .the strategic mancpvter of the senate democrats puts the gov- 
ernor and his party in the legislature. Indeed, they will hardly ask it, 
for what happened was mercjy the fortunes of politics, and neither Mr. 
Goodrich nor the republican .legislative leaders will plead that advan- 
tage was taken of their guileless innocence. They are themselves 
sidepts at the game, anil we sh^all be much surprised if they do not. like 
good sports, take their medicine smilingly—embarrassed and miffed a 
bat, of course, but good losers nevertheless. 
": 
Periiaps the incident is cjiiefly valuable as demonstrating that 


there is, after all, a chock on purely partisan legislative program at 
this session of the legislature. Manifestly it would be unfortunate if 
narrow bias actuated citiher majority effort, or minority opposition in 
that body. We trust nothing like that will come about. But if the 
republican majority and the democratic minority have each had it 
made clear that nothing Van bo gained in an attempt at steam-roller 
tactics, and that each is entitled to not only consultation but co-opera- 
tion before the test vote cjomes. there is promise of much more of ac- 
complishment than can bev hoped for under a policy of ruthless an- 
tagonism. Perhaps the coup of the senate democrats has helped to 
give emphasis to that fact.

dered all lights out and proceeded 
past the forts of Corrcgidor, guarding 
the entrance and thirty miles from 
Manila.

ships managed to steal through safely.

HOW I WILL BEING UP MY BABY—BY BIL-

Every little while some zealous re- 


former expiates upon infant mortality, 
but little is accomplished in teaching 
young mothers the cause and preven- 
tion of unconscious murder of infants 
during their first year. 


It is the exception rather than the 


rule, that a baby escapes a severe ill- 
ness during the first year. 


Unfortunately my baby Tvi'l have 


ti> be fed artificially and I have been 
paying a great deal of attention to her 
food. 


In large cities milk comes to us so 


indirectly, all -.ve can do is to select 
a reliable dairyman. 


Modified and certified milk is what 


my baby is fed. and for my "bottlo 
baby" the following utensils are re- 
quired for modification of milk at 
home: 


A large pitcher, a porcelain funnel, 


one largo spoon, one dozen four-ounce 
bottles, one dozen anti-colic nippier, 
one box of non-absorbent cotton, one 
large saucepan, one saucepan for 
•n-arming bottles before feeding and 
one pasteurizing thermometer. 


I keep these utensils In an air-tight 


cabinet and they are never used for 
anything else. 


Bottles and nipples should be clean- 


ed immediately after using, filled with 
fresh water and set aside. 


In the morning before the baby's 


food for the day is prepared, all bot- 


tles are boiled in a solution of boraclc 
acid and water, two tablespoonfuls 
to one quart of water—then rinsed 
thoroughly in clear -water. 


After cleaning the nipples are placed 


in a covered jar of cold water. 


Milk for my baby is diluted with 


rice water in the proportion of IS 
ounces of rice water to four ounces of 
cow's milk. To this -we add one ounce 
of granulated sugar and the amount 
is divided into ten four-ounce bottles. 


Little Flo Is fed now every two 


hours, and as she grows older the ratio 
of rice water to milk will be changed 
to give her more milk. 


When she Is ten. months old, her 


food will be prepared after the for- 
mula of 27 ounces of cow's milk to 
five ounces of rice water and one and 
two-thirds ounces .of granulated sugar. 


This will be divided into four bot- 


tles containing eight ounces each, and 
fed to little Flo-.every four hours.

A change in the method of determ- 


ining: the amount of pensions to be 
paid. to. retired employes ot the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company, and its 
directly operated lin» east of Pitts- 
bursand Erie, has been authorized by 
the board o-f diwtors and will be- 
come" eKective- with the payments to 
be, raa.de for the. month 
i.»f January. 


1011. It will result in increased al- 
lowances iut a number of instances. A 
minimum of 515 per month will also 
bo established. 


The purpose of the change is to 


protect employes who are unable, by 
reason of sickness or innrmity. to 0arn 
full time during the closing years of 
their service. 


Pension allowances arc now paid 


monthly by the railroad on the basis 
of one per cent, of the. average regu- 
lar monthly pay. during the ten years 
preceding retirement, for each year of 
service' with the company. Under this 
method it has been found 
that in 


some caies the employe?, on account 
of sickness or old age. were unable to 
make full 'time, during the ten-year 
p»rtod, which resulted in a reduction 
in th« amounts of pensions they would 
'otherwise have received. 


t?nd*r the new plan, in order to ar- 


rive at the average monthly pay of an 
employe who has been unable to make 
full time, the total amount of money 
earned during the last ten years will 
X>« divided by the total number of 
months or parts thereof he was actu- 
ally engaged. 
In case an employe 


should not bo en milted at all during 
the tea-year period, the pay he receiv- 
ed for tb.« la»t full month, working 
un4*r normal conditions, will be con- 
sidered Jhis average pay. under the 
new regulations. 


The ravised rules will apply to all 


employes pensioned on or after Jan- 
uary 1, 1917. Employes who had betn 
previously placed on the pension rolls, 
and who have not hitherto been re- 
ceiving as much as tho new rules 
would allow, will, commencing with 
that date, have their pension allow- 
ances increased to conform to the 
new regulations.

>\*as threatened, organized baseball made 
certain concessions to players,' but only 
because of the Federal league. 
. There is no Federal league for the play- 
cry to turn to today. Organized baseball 
is powerful and backed by millions. The 
players' organization, practically without 
funds, could scarcely hope to accomplish 
that, which the 3?rotherhood, with money, 
failed to realize. 


In the end it probably will be a Ques- 


tion of tho salary check. 


There are few players in baseball who 


can earn as much money In any other 
lino as they make on the diamond and 
when it comes to a showdown, it is not 
likely many will submit tot a reduced 
salary at work they do not like for the 
suite of a principle.

took its first step to combat the threat- 
ened strike of the baseball players' fra- 
ternity yesterday when it was announced, 
after a conference between Presidents 
Tener and Johnson that hereafter neither 
the National nor the American league 
would recognize the players' organization. 


"All negotiations which will be carried 


on In the future," paid President Tener, 
"will be between the player as an Indi- 
vidual and the club owner. The frater- 
nity cannot use the major leagues which 
have treated them so fairly as a hammer 
to coerce them to interfere In a minor 
league affair which is none of their busi- 
ness." 


In Favor of Union*. 


President Johnson said before he left 


fa\-or of union laoor. but did not think 
union men should sympathize with a labor 
movement where the principle involved 
wae wrong. The strike threatened.by the 
players was an'Injustice on tho part of 
the major league players, he said, be- 
cause they had no grievance, and that 
major league officials could not Interfere 
in any way with minor league affairs 
over which they had no jurisdiction. 


President .Tohnsan said before he loft 


for Chicago that he and President Tener 
had discussed the »trlke situation for tho 
first time and had decided that hereafter 
both major leagues would have'no deal- 
Ings with tho fraternity nnd that or- 
ganized ball had decided to cut off all 
relationship with tho players as an or- 
ganization and would make no more con- 
cessions to tho body. 


Both presidents predicted that any ad- 


justments would have to bo between tho 
player Individually and the club presi- 
dents. This means that all communica- 
tion between President Fultz and the na- 
tional commission Is at an end, for there 
is no doubt that Chairman August Herr- 
mann will agree to the stand taken by 
the presidents of the two leagues. 


Treated Players Squarely. 


President Tener stated today that the 


major leagues, through tlve national com- 
mission in 1912, had met the representa- 
tives of tho fraternity and dealt fairly 
with them nnd had granted all their con- 
tentions. He pointed out that In spite of 
the fact that they 
have no grievance 


as?ainst the 
major leagues 
they have 


threatened to hold out. For this reason 
the major leagues have decided to cut oft 
all relations with the organization. So. 
as far as the National and American 
leagues are concerned, the fraternity has 
ceased to exist. 


Tener declared that none of the clubs 


of tho National league had taken 8ny 
steps to collect new players In the event 
of the fraternity members carrying out 
their threat • to strike. 
The American 


league men do not hesitate to say that 
they will go ahead and build up new 
teams to take the places of the strikers. 


In taking 
its present 
defiant stand 


against organized ball the playerg firmly 
believed that tho national commission 
would be forced to step in and use its in- 
fluence with the minor league officials to 
grant 
the 
players 
concessions. 
Both 


Tener and Johnson state that this is an 
action which they absolutely will not 
take. 


Frat will Stick. 


As far as the fraternity is concerned, 


President Fultz says that the players have 
taken their stand and will await develop- 
ments. 


"I think," said Fultz, "that the na- 


tional commission does not want to lake 
up these grievances of the minor league 
players because they know if they h«ard 


j them they would be compelled to decide 


in our favor." 


It is expected that early next week the 


three members of the commission, Herr- 
mann, Tener and Johnson, will meet at 
Dover Hall, Georgia, to discuss the strike 
situation and also the coming trial of the 
Baltimore Federal league club's $900,000 
suit against organized ball, which is to 
be heard in Philadelphia 
early next 


month.

globe- -if not THK wealthiest. Tt has a. popula- 
tion of (Vwer than 100,000. Yet there is no na- 
tional debt. 
There is much money in the na- 


tiona.l treasury. 
And nowhere In the land can 


one find poverty. 


The uplift of Iceland he£an In earnest, a. score 


or more years ngo, but the European war has 
brought To the country an enormous wealth 
dunne: the last two years. 
Amazingly high 


wages for working1 m^n resulted from the gen- 
eral prosperity, and the folk on the Oullfoss de- 
clare there Is every prospect of a perpetuation 
of this condition of affairs, 


Iceland's wonderful gifts have not been un- 


accompanied by ills, according to Capt. Slgurdur 
Pjetursson of the Gullfosp. and the many .im- 
porters of Reykjavik, the capital, and other 
principal cities of I^elrtnrl. who carne with rapt. 
Fjetursson. 
But the drawbacks are stich that 


they detract little from the general Utopian 
state of the newly progressive island. 


It is only since the great war's start that mil- 


lionaires have been really common in Iceland, 
and never before ihc autumn of 1914 hnd the 
country known class agitation, strikes and other 
disorders of modern civilization. 


Iceland has had its labor unions for a, good 


many years, but its first serious labor dissen- 
sions occurred only last summer. The fisher- 


men's 
union—something 
uncommon 
to 
this 


country—walked out and the strike cost the 
country several million crowns, said Capt, Pje- 
ttirSson and his merchant passengers. The strike 
was engineered by Socialist leaders, who, ac- 
cording to the Icelandic navigators, are just as 
belligerent there as the Industrial Workers of 
the World in lhf> United .Slates, or the Socialist 
radicals of the principal European countries. 


But they lost the strike of the fishermen of 


Iceland.

the shortest practicable route. Little more than 
custom in conducting a good part of her ship- 
ping business with England, 
besides selling 


largely in Scandinavian ports, has prevented 
Iceland's carrying on an extensive commerce 
with the United States for the last several 
decades. 


America hag .the very products that Iceland 


needs, far more of them and of better quality 
than England ever has been able to provide for 
export. 
To he judged by the demands made 


by the importers, who arrived on the Gullfoss, 
Iceland is In need Just now of automobiles for 
both commercial and private use, motorboats, 
oils, various kinds of machinery and shoes. Her 
eighteen or twenty newspapers are in a bad way 
for print paper, but this country at this time Is 
not in a position to quote a nominal price for 
this commodity, and Iceland probably will look 
elsewhere for her paper supply. 
In return for these things which Iceland needs, 
she can give practiealy unllmltedly of codfish, 
herring and other fish, vast quantities of cer- 
tain furs, and of a. medium grade of wool, and 
three particularly hardy breeds of as many 
types of livestock. 
The native Icelandic cattle, 


ponies and sheep, are, like a famous American 
product, "distinctively Individual." 
These ani- 


mals would have a wide field of usefulness in 
the northernmost sections of this country, in 
Alaska, in Canada, in Russia and other cold 
countries.

One of the prettiest, waterfalls of all Iceland, 


and ther* are many, is the GuUfoss, or Gold- 
falls. This spillway is so named because Gull- 
Thorir, a cruel and treacherous Viking of the 
tenth century. Is said to have burled his hoards 
of gold under the falls. 


Gull-Thorir had voyaged to the northern 


lights, and had hauled with a dragon in the 
mountain wildernesses of Finland, and killed 
it. 
The dragon lay in a. bed of gold, which, 


Thorlr took, and rather than leave any He- 
hind, he turned himself Into a dragon in his 
old age and carried his chests of gold under 
the waterfall near his home. Much faith 18 
placed in the legend to this day and expedi- 
tions under the falls have been made, but In 
vain. 


While the immediate cause of the inaugura- 


tion of Icelandic-American commerce at this 
time Is In Iceland's having been cut off by the
